OF JOSEPH FOLEY 


Judge Frederic A. Fisher In his re- 
port ot the Inquest into the death of. 
Fosoph" Foloy, 'an inmaio of tho stato 
nfirmary at Tcwlcsbury, states thnt 
one Joseph De Costa, Jr., an attend- 
ant, was guilty of negligence In that 
>o failed to test tho temperature of 
the water, which n.t tho tlmo ho hon- 
estly believed to be cold water, before 
jutting ilr. Foley, who was practicjnl- 
y helpless and unable to protect him- 
self, into the bath tub, but that Mr. 
Do Costa had no intention of doing 
any harm to Foley. 
Foloy was severely scalded by hot 
water Thursday morning. May 24, 1917. 
while being given a bath hy nn ftl- 
tendent named Joseph Do Costa, Jr., 
and died in consequence of his Injuries 
on the afternoon of tho samo date at 
12.55 
o'clock. 
Do Costn. testified at tho inciuest that 
he had failed to take tho temperature 
of the water In which ho had placed 
Foley and that when tho lattor was 
taken out of the tub his body and legs 
woro "all red," and tho skin camo oft 
In places, that ho immediately report- 
ed tho condition of Foley to one of 
the nurses and a doctor, and the burns 
wore treated. Do Costa was discharged 
from the infirmary the day following 
the death of Foley.

At the last regular mooting of trio 


municipal council bids were submit- 
ted for the. construction of the ad- 
dition to the Bartlett school, the total 
coat aKEresatlng over .5160,000, 
for 


ivhleh not a nickel had been, appro- 
priated. 


Considering the excessive cost of. 


the project;-the fact that tho city-at 
that time was 
only about J225.000 


away from.its debt limit, and the ad- 
ditional fact; that with the addition to 
(ho Pawtuckot nchool completed, ac- 
commodations could be made for the 
overflow at the Bartlett, Mayor O'Don- 
nell protested against the construc- 
tion of the school at this time unless 
the school board should say that tho 
work must be done at once, and he 
offered a ' motion that action on the 
bids be postponed until tho municipal 
council had consulted with the school 
committee on the matter. 
The motion was carried unanimous- 
ly, every member voting as did the 
mayor, and the latter supposed thai 
no more wouln be heard 
from 
the 
project until tha council had had time 
to consult with the school board. 
But the contractors who had sub- 
mitted tlie lowest figures went up in 
arms over, the delay and they must 
havo usoii" persuasive eloquence 
on 
some of the commissioners, 
for 
on 
Saturday last, Commissioner "VVarnock 
sent an emissary to tho mayor asking 
him to call a special meeting of. the 
council for the purpose of arranging 
for .the payment of 
the 
architects' 
bill for work done on the plans of 
tho Bartlett school addition. Messrs. 
Stickney and Davis sending In a bill 
based on the figures submitted at the 
meet Ins, and which had not at 
that 
time been accepted. 
The mayor de- 
clined to call the special meeting, be- 
Hoving that the matter could wait un- 
til tho bids had been formally, and 
legally acted upon. 
Subsequently, however. • the special 
meeting v.-as called without the may- 
or's consent, presumably to arrange 
for the payment of the architects' bill. 
Mayor O'Donnell did not appear at the 
meeting, bavins business elsewhere, 
and not having been enlightened as to 
just what was coming up. 
At the 
meeting, a loan order with the emer- 
gency clause attached was passed, au- 
thorizing a loan of J170.000 for the 
school house addition and the build- 
ins commissioner was authorized to 
go ahead- with the contracts. 
And not a word from the school 
board, although the entire five voted 
one week ago to consult with 
that 
body before takjne any further ac- 
tion. 
Surely those contractors must 
have presented a strong 'case, though 
they didn't let the mayor or the school 
board in on It. 
The council didn't 
even consult the 
school board after 
so voting. 
The action of the four members at 
yesterday's -meeting brings the cltys

The little irregularity at Incurring

A week or more ago In accordance 
with a plan laid down by the nation- 
al committee 
on 
food 
conservation 
and taken up by all progressive cities 
in tho country, Lowell among tho first, 
a public vegetable market was opened 
In this city to which 
farmers 
could 
bring their produce direct to the con- 
sumer thereby giving It to the latter 
fresher and cheaper 
than 
could bo 
done otherwise and consequently mak- 
ing; the vegetable more attractive as a 
food. By making vegetables more 
at- 
tractive as a food a greater amount 
will be consumed and the meat sup- 
ply thereby conserved while 
an 
In- 
creased demand for vegetables 
will 
encourage tho farmers 
to 
raise 
greater amount of produce and thus 
keep up the country's food production. 
The market was simply a small fea 
tnro in the solution of a mighty prob 
lem that faces the country aa a result 
of the war. It In a, war measure puro

some few storekeepers in tho different 
cities and towns might he slightly af- 
fected as to their dally profits by tho 
establishment of tho public market.

asked his opinion of tho public mar- 
ket Idea said: 
"I think that In or- 


der for tho market to be a success 
nil the farmers should agree to go 
there to sell tholr goods. 1 think there 
should be an early morning1 market for 
:ho store-keepers and those who wish 
LO purchase in a wholesale way, 
I 
:h 1 n Ic tho re tall marko t would be a 
great thing- for tho small farmer tui 
he could spare more tlma and get 
nioro for his goods. But In our case 
wo raise so much that it would bo 
hard for us to dispose of it all In a 
retail way. 
I think tho market -would 
work to the great advantage of the 
consumer a little later In the fall as 
those who desire to put In a supply 
for the winter could buy at whole- 
sale, the same as tha storekeeper docs, 
thereby saving tho middle man's prof- 
It. In the Boston market the people who 
can uso a barrel or a bushel of vege- 
tables can go there and buy us cheap 
as a dealer, by taking tholr purchases 
away with .them. It makes the deal- 
ers very angry to have the farmers 
sell to them that way, but wo cannot 
always sell all of our load to anyone 
who comes along.

"No person shall keep, store, jnnnu- 


facttiro or sell explosives in a build- 
ing or other - structure without

tnlnlng a license from tho mayor and 
tho bonrd of aldermen of a city or tho 
selectmen of a town and

from the chief of the district police 
or the official designatod to grant per- 
mits In the oily or lown where the same 
is to become operative, 
except

otherwise provided. 


"Any 
person may keep or -store in 


a magazine, or transport for use, ex- 
plosives such as are used In blasting 
operation In a quantity not exceeding 
fifty pounds without a license, if a 
permit therefor has 
been 
obtained 


from the chief of tho district 'police 
or the official designated to grant per- 
mits In the city or town where the 
same.

"All explosives, except as

"No explosives, such as nre used lit 


blasting operations, shall be sold or 
delivered to any person who doe.s not 
hold a permit to keep, store, or trans- 
port and uso explosives, except the 
regular carriers who must have per- 
mits for transportation. 


"It Is hereby renuired that all magr- 


azines 
containing 
explosives 
shall 


hereafter bo guarded contluously 
at 


night, Sundays and holidays by com- 
petent watchmen, and on other days 
shall be continuously In sight of some 
person or persons especially designat- 
ed to perform such service. 


"All explosives such as are 
used 


In blasting ' operations,

"It is suggested that In 
sparsely 


settled districts persons storing small 
amounts of explosives mnko arrange- 
ments to use one magazine for sucb 
storage purposes and thus lessen the 
expense.
